! often affect the plant so much that 
' pi eduction is greatly decreased or 
the plant is entirely killed, she 
said. A heavy infection may des- 
troy all the plant leaves, resulting 
in loss of the plant or enough leaves 
so that the fruit will be subject to 
sunscald. 


Usually recognized by the circu- 


lar, blown or gray spots on the 
leaves or cankers on the stems, 
the disease may be controlled fair- 
ly well by spraying or dusting 
with various 
copper tungiciclcs. 
The home demonstration " agent 
suggested, Boraeaux mixture, cop- 
per-lime dust, or the insoluable or 
fixed copper sprays and dusts (cu- 
prous oxide, copper 
oxychloride 
and basic copper sulphate's.) 


Although a 4-4-50 Bordeaux mix- 


ture is trie most effective against 
leaf blight, it may cause a "delay 
in ripening, she pointed out, and 
dm ing extremely not weather may 
cause some injury to the plant. 
The fixed copper sprays and dusts 
are less effective, but are not as 
likely to result in njury. 


The reason for applying sprays 


or dusts is to have tnc plants thor- 
oughly covered at all times. The 
be repeated at 7- to 10-day intervals 
continued production of new fol- 
iage necessitates that applications 
throughout the season. 


Dry Bordeaux mixture may be 


purchased, and with the addition 
of water is ready to spray. Any 
gardener who wishes to make up 
her own solution, the following are 
directions for making a 3-gallon 
mixture: Dissolve one-fourth pound 
of Milestone (copper sulphate) ei- 
ther in the powdered crystal form 
or the large crystals in 3 gallons 
of water. Use a wooden tub or an 
eaitherware crock. Do not use gal- 
vanized buckets or tubs. Stir un- 
til all the bluestone is dissolved. 
Then, while stirring, slowly add 5 
ounces of hydrated lime. The mix- 
ture is then ready for use. 


Fixed copper

may be purcnased from local gar- 
den supply dealers, and will have 
instructions for use printed on the 
container.

'',1 Mr. Huskcll, young enough to be 
in the armed forces, is loo young to 
have seen 
the split-rail fences 


which must have existed in his 
native Maine just as 1 know they 
existed in the backwoods of all the 
rest of- the Northeast country. 


They were in northern Pcnnsyl 


•yania when I was a boy on a farm. 
And from my intimate knowledge 
of .them I don't see why the man 
.from Maine needs cither plan 01 
specifications in order to build one. 
You just cut down some trees, split 
them, and zig-zag your fence down 
he field.

McNarney 
Orders Review 
of Brutality

Frankfurt, May 
14 — (UP) — 


Gen. 
Joseph T. McNnrney, Euro- 


pean theater commander, today or- 
dered a thorough review of ' the 
Lichfield brutality cases "from ihe 
day the first complaint was 
re- 
ceived." 


I am determined that no one 


who may be culpable will escape 
being brought to justice," McNar- 
ney said in an interim report on 
the progress of the trials. 


The cases involved charges that 


officers and men were brutal to 
American military prisoners at the 
army's 10th Replacement 
Depot 


stockade at Lichrield, England. 


McNarney said that nn investi- 


gation made by Mnj. Gen. John T. 
Lewis, western area commander, 
revealed "mishandling" and "fail- 
ure" on the part of some Inter- 
mediate commanders to "recognize 
the seriousness of the situation." 
He added that 
the 
officers 
in 


charge also neglected to direct a 
complete investigation of brutality 
complaints and to lake 
"prompt 


corrective and punitive action as 
required," 


As a result, McNarney said 
he 


has directed his inspector general 
to undertake the review 
of 
all 


phases of the trials as tl>sv 
oc- 


curred from June, 1944, to 
the 


present time. The inspector gen- 
eral also was ordered to "closely 
observe" the continuance of 
the 


trials with the aid of a 
special 
staff. 


McNnrney said that he ordered 


the review to enable him to re- 
assess the facts brought out in an 
interim investigation of the Lich- 
field chat-ges made by Lewis last 
September and October. He 
re- 


vealed that Lewsi 
recommended 


that administrative reprimands be 
given to 'certain officers involved 
in the delays that occurred" in the 
trials. 


In his report, McNarnoy 
also 


disclosed that Gen. Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower, army chief of staff, de- 
cided to withold specific punish- 
ment against the officers involved 
until it was determined 
whether 
"more drastic action" might be ne- 
cessary. He said that Eisenhower's 
recommendation has been justified 
as a result of facts revealed in the 
trials of enlisted personnel.

Says Loan to 
Britain Is 
Worthwhile 


Washington, May 14 —(/P)— Sec- 


retary of the Treasury Fred

Vinson said today that "even if 
no interest were paid" the pro- 
posed British loan would be worth- 
while. 


Vinson gave this argument to the 


House Banking Committee even as 
House foes of the 
$3,750,000 000 
credit tried to nullify the Senate's 
approval of it. 
. The secretary said the proposed 
financial agreement would benefit 
the United 
States 
through 
the 


scraping of British controls which 
now restrict trade. 


Vinson, saying that "our econ- 


omy has always been dependent 
on foreign - trade," 
recalled the 


contraction of American 
exports 


during the early 1930's. He said 
that decline "contributed 
to 
the 


severe depression In industry and 
the collapse of 
agriculture." 


;' Our trade cannot 
reach 
the 


high levels necessary for Ameri- 
can prosperity if the world again 
resorts to currency and trade re- 
strictions," he said. 


Vinson noted that the interest 
rate on the loan (2 percent begin- 
ning in 1951) would be less than 
Britain would have to pay on a 
"strictly 
commercial 
l o a n ob- 


tained from 
bankers." 
He des- 


cribed the financial agreement as 
"much more than a loan." 


"When we take into considera- 


tion the commitments we receive 
from England on her currency and 
trade policies," he argued, "it be- 
comes clear that the agreement 
would amply repay the American 
people even if no interest 
were 
paid. 


"And some would say we would 


have made a good investment if 
the whole sum were a gift. But as 
a matter of fact, the interest is 
substantial."

McNarney 
Orders Review 
of Brutality

Joseph T. McNnrney, Euro- 


pean theater commander, today or- 
dered a thorough review of ' the 
Lichfield brutality cases "from ihe 
day the first complaint was 
re- 
ceived." 


I am determined that no one 


who may be culpable will escape 
being brought to justice," McNar- 
ney said in an interim report on 
the progress of the trials. 


The cases involved charges that 


officers and men were brutal to 
American military prisoners at the 
army's 10th Replacement 
Depot 


stockade at Lichrield, England. 


McNarney said that nn investi- 


gation made by Mnj. Gen. John T. 
Lewis, western area commander, 
revealed "mishandling" and "fail- 
ure" on the part of some Inter- 
mediate commanders to "recognize 
the seriousness of the situation." 
He added that 
the 
officers 
in 


charge also neglected to direct a 
complete investigation of brutality 
complaints and to lake 
"prompt 


corrective and punitive action as 
required," 


As a result, McNarney said 
he 


has directed his inspector general 
to undertake the review 
of 
all 


phases of the trials as tl>sv 
oc- 


curred from June, 1944, to 
the 


present time. The inspector gen- 
eral also was ordered to "closely 
observe" the continuance of 
the 


trials with the aid of a 
special 
staff. 


McNnrney said that he ordered 


the review to enable him to re- 
assess the facts brought out in an 
interim investigation of the Lich- 
field chat-ges made by Lewis last 
September and October. He 
re- 


vealed that Lewsi 
recommended 


that administrative reprimands be 
given to 'certain officers involved 
in the delays that occurred" in the 
trials. 


In his report, McNarnoy 
also 


disclosed that Gen. Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower, army chief of staff, de- 
cided to withold specific punish- 
ment against the officers involved 
until it was determined 
whether 
"more drastic action" might be ne- 
cessary. He said that Eisenhower's 
recommendation has been justified 
as a result of facts revealed in the 
trials of enlisted personnel.

Says Loan to 
Britain Is 
Worthwhile 


Washington, May 14 —(/P)— Sec- 


retary of the Treasury Fred

Vinson said today that "even if 
no interest were paid" the pro- 
posed British loan would be worth- 
while. 


Vinson gave this argument to the 


House Banking Committee even as 
House foes of the 
$3,750,000 000 
credit tried to nullify the Senate's 
approval of it. 
. The secretary said the proposed 
financial agreement would benefit 
the United 
States 
through 
the 


scraping of British controls which 
now restrict trade. 


Vinson, saying that "our econ- 


omy has always been dependent 
on foreign - trade," 
recalled the 


contraction of American 
exports 


during the early 1930's. He said 
that decline "contributed 
to 
the 


severe depression In industry and 
the collapse of 
agriculture." 


;' Our trade cannot 
reach 
the 


high levels necessary for Ameri- 
can prosperity if the world again 
resorts to currency and trade re- 
strictions," he said. 


Vinson noted that the interest 
rate on the loan (2 percent begin- 
ning in 1951) would be less than 
Britain would have to pay on a 
"strictly 
commercial 
l o a n ob- 


tained from 
bankers." 
He des- 


cribed the financial agreement as 
"much more than a loan." 


"When we take into considera- 


tion the commitments we receive 
from England on her currency and 
trade policies," he argued, "it be- 
comes clear that the agreement 
would amply repay the American 
people even if no interest 
were 
paid. 


"And some would say we would 


have made a good investment if 
the whole sum were a gift. But as 
a matter of fact, the interest is 
substantial."

with advancing years. The settling 
of the body is due lo loss of calci- 
um and phosphorus in Ihe bones.

women, osloporsis 


seems to be related lo the meno- 
pause, and it generally strikes at 
women between the ages of 55 
and 05. 


Normal bones consist of a dense 


fi'.iamework 
of (fibrous 
tissue 
in 


which are imbedded calicum, phos- 
phorus, nnd carbonate. Bones arc 
in a slate of constant flux, with 
calcium and phosphorus entering 
and leaving at all times.

ning of the bone may rcsull from 
loo little absorption of calcium, or 
from too great loss of it. Oslco- 
jorsis seems to develop in the 
cells which make firm bone.

Of all the loud abuse of John L. 


Lewis on the occasion of his Intest 
disturbance of nnlionnl economy, 
convenience and peace, the 
most 


impudent nnd hypocritical outburst 
comes from Harold Ickes. 


Mr. Ickes «ays Lewis Is arrogant 


and insultingly dictatorial. These 
compliments come from 
a 
man 


who hns described himself as 
;t 


curmudgeon, meaning an avarici- 
aus, miserly, churlish fellow and, 
by extension, a surly one, boorish 
and ill-bred. Thus the defects .of 
one personality are balanced by 
those of the man who points them 
out and so, with repartee disposed 
of, we may proceed to the truth. 


From Mr. Ickes. a member of 


the cabinet throughout the Roose- 
velt rule, we now hear that Lewis 
collects and disburses the dues of 
the coal miners at will, that he 
hires and fires his subordinate na- 
tional officials with only a pre- 
tense of electoral process and that 
President Truman ought 
U> "put 


him in his place." 


This is a new frame of mind in 


Ickes, for Lewis Was ever 
thus, 


even when he and Ickes and the 
late President Roosevelt were po- 
litical allies. 


In 1930, Lewis contributed half a 


million dollars from the 
miners' 


treasury to Roosevelt's 
campaign 


fund. This was done arbitrarily but 
the money was.welcome and Ickes 
publicly raised no question. 


Throughout the organizing cam- 


paign of the C. I. O., Lewis again 
arbitrarily and wilfully clipped into 
the miners' treasury for money to 
promote the fight. This campaign 
degenerated into violent insurrec- 
tion against local and state gov- 
ernments in Ohio, Michigan 
and 


Pennsylvania in 
which Commu- 


nists led organized combat teams, 
factories were gutted, whole cities 
were terrorized and 
lives 
were 


lost. This was no affair of the coal 
miners. Their union was legally 
supposed to exist for the sole pur-1 
pose of bargaining with their em- i 
ploycrs .Instead, however, 
their' 


treasury was financing a gigantic 
new political and economic power 
which was to be the ally of the 
Roosevelt party. Ickes held, his 
tongue. 


At a certain stage, Lewis 
left 


the American Federation of Labor 
and fired William Green, its presi- 
dent, from the office of secretary- 
treasurer of the United Mine Work- 
ers. This was an early notorious 
example of that whimsical hiring 
and firing of subordinate national 
officials. Ickes' 
indignation 
was 


controlled. 


In 1940, having upbraided Roose- 


velt tor ingratitude for his $500,- 
000, 
Lewis supported Wendell Will- 


kie. When 
Willkie 
was 
beaten 


Lewis resigned the presidency of 
the C. i. O., which paid no salary. 
He withdrew his miners from the 
C. I. O. and thus ceased to pay 
the C. I. O. a per capita ta x of 
about $30,000 a 
month. 
Further- 


more he sent a belated bill to the 
C. I. O. for money advanced from 
the miners' treasury to finanne the 
organization campaign. 


Philip Murray, a vice-president 


of the miners union, insisted that 
this money had been a contribu- 
tion, not a loan. Lewis fired him as 
he had fired Green, and Murray 
became president of the C. I. O. 
By this lime, Ickes should 
have 


been aware that Lewis 
handled 


the money, wilfully and hired and 
fired subordinate officers in 
the 


same way. 


And now, Mr. Ickes calls 
on 


President Truman to "put Lewis 
in his place." 


What place? 
Isn't Lewis in his "place" right 


now? And who put him there but 
Mr. Roosevelt with the hearty co- 
operation and approval 
of 
Mr. 


Ickes? 


Ickes was deeply implicated 
in 


the creation of this Frankenstein 
monster and all others like him. 
Some of these others, 
similarly 


created by the Wagner act, 
have 


tied up the nation's reconversion 
in automobiles, 
electrical 
goods 


and communications and av now 
threatening 
strikes 
across 
the 


country on Ihc railroads, in the 
seaports and on American ships 
everywhere. 
To 
dale, 
by 
the 


same arbitrary, wilful, diclalorial 
process, they have dissipated Ihe 
savings of millions of 'war-lime 
workers and returned 
veterans, 


and by creating an artificial short- 
age of goods have been largely re- 
sponsible for inflation and 
black 


markets. 


The 
only 
difference 
between 


Lewis and these others, againsl 
whom no criticism is heard from 
Ickes, is thai Lewis is Ihe ablesl 
of them all. He knows his legal 
rights, received from 
Roosevelt. 


He slood loe-to-toe wilh Roosevelt 
and made him quit cold repeated- 
ly, even in war time, 
and 
he 


licked Ickes every time they met. 


Ickes' denunciation of Lewis is 


an admission lhat the Wagner Act 
gave him loo much power. Others, 
more honest than Ickes, warned 
of lhat ten years ago and were 
damned as reactionaries and labor- 
baiters and Ickes led Ihe abusive 
chorus. The only way lo put them 
all in their "place" is to remodel 
the law. 


Lewis should be thanked, 
not 


abused, for this dramatic and pos- 
sibly disastrous demonstration of 
the evil of the Wagner act. 


He demands a ton-royalty 
on 


coal payable lo the union 
which 


means, as Ickes says, to Lewis, 
lo be spent as he pleases, even 
to elect a republican in 1948. 


But why nol? 
The law allows him to do that 


and all other unioneers to do the 
same. 


Did Ickes, the miser, ever waive 


his legal right to a dollar? Look 
to the probate records in Chicago 
for your answer. Did the Roose-

Of all the loud abuse of John L. 


Lewis on the occasion of his Intest 
disturbance of nnlionnl economy, 
convenience and peace, the 
most 


impudent nnd hypocritical outburst 
comes from Harold Ickes. 


Mr. Ickes «ays Lewis Is arrogant 


and insultingly dictatorial. These 
compliments come from 
a 
man 


who hns described himself as 
;t 


curmudgeon, meaning an avarici- 
aus, miserly, churlish fellow and, 
by extension, a surly one, boorish 
and ill-bred. Thus the defects .of 
one personality are balanced by 
those of the man who points them 
out and so, with repartee disposed 
of, we may proceed to the truth. 


From Mr. Ickes. a member of 


the cabinet throughout the Roose- 
velt rule, we now hear that Lewis 
collects and disburses the dues of 
the coal miners at will, that he 
hires and fires his subordinate na- 
tional officials with only a pre- 
tense of electoral process and that 
President Truman ought 
U> "put 


him in his place." 


This is a new frame of mind in 


Ickes, for Lewis Was ever 
thus, 


even when he and Ickes and the 
late President Roosevelt were po- 
litical allies. 


In 1930, Lewis contributed half a 


million dollars from the 
miners' 


treasury to Roosevelt's 
campaign 


fund. This was done arbitrarily but 
the money was.welcome and Ickes 
publicly raised no question. 


Throughout the organizing cam- 


paign of the C. I. O., Lewis again 
arbitrarily and wilfully clipped into 
the miners' treasury for money to 
promote the fight. This campaign 
degenerated into violent insurrec- 
tion against local and state gov- 
ernments in Ohio, Michigan 
and 


Pennsylvania in 
which Commu- 


nists led organized combat teams, 
factories were gutted, whole cities 
were terrorized and 
lives 
were 


lost. This was no affair of the coal 
miners. Their union was legally 
supposed to exist for the sole pur-1 
pose of bargaining with their em- i 
ploycrs .Instead, however, 
their' 


treasury was financing a gigantic 
new political and economic power 
which was to be the ally of the 
Roosevelt party. Ickes held, his 
tongue. 


At a certain stage, Lewis 
left 


the American Federation of Labor 
and fired William Green, its presi- 
dent, from the office of secretary- 
treasurer of the United Mine Work- 
ers. This was an early notorious 
example of that whimsical hiring 
and firing of subordinate national 
officials. Ickes' 
indignation 
was 


controlled. 


In 1940, having upbraided Roose- 


velt tor ingratitude for his $500,- 
000, 
Lewis supported Wendell Will- 


kie. When 
Willkie 
was 
beaten 


Lewis resigned the presidency of 
the C. i. O., which paid no salary. 
He withdrew his miners from the 
C. I. O. and thus ceased to pay 
the C. I. O. a per capita ta x of 
about $30,000 a 
month. 
Further- 


more he sent a belated bill to the 
C. I. O. for money advanced from 
the miners' treasury to finanne the 
organization campaign. 


Philip Murray, a vice-president 


of the miners union, insisted that 
this money had been a contribu- 
tion, not a loan. Lewis fired him as 
he had fired Green, and Murray 
became president of the C. I. O. 
By this lime, Ickes should 
have 


been aware that Lewis 
handled 


the money, wilfully and hired and 
fired subordinate officers in 
the 


same way. 


And now, Mr. Ickes calls 
on 


President Truman to "put Lewis 
in his place." 


What place? 
Isn't Lewis in his "place" right 


now? And who put him there but 
Mr. Roosevelt with the hearty co- 
operation and approval 
of 
Mr. 


Ickes? 


Ickes was deeply implicated 
in 


the creation of this Frankenstein 
monster and all others like him. 
Some of these others, 
similarly 


created by the Wagner act, 
have 


tied up the nation's reconversion 
in automobiles, 
electrical 
goods 


and communications and av now 
threatening 
strikes 
across 
the 


country on Ihc railroads, in the 
seaports and on American ships 
everywhere. 
To 
dale, 
by 
the 


same arbitrary, wilful, diclalorial 
process, they have dissipated Ihe 
savings of millions of 'war-lime 
workers and returned 
veterans, 


and by creating an artificial short-

Lewis and these others, againsl 
whom no criticism is heard from 
Ickes, is thai Lewis is Ihe ablesl 
of them all. He knows his legal 
rights, received from 
Roosevelt. 


He slood loe-to-toe wilh Roosevelt 
and made him quit cold repeated- 
ly, even in war time, 
and 
he 


licked Ickes every time they met. 


Ickes' denunciation of Lewis is 


an admission lhat the Wagner Act 
gave him loo much power. Others, 
more honest than Ickes, warned 
of lhat ten years ago and were 
damned as reactionaries and labor- 
baiters and Ickes led Ihe abusive 
chorus. The only way lo put them 
all in their "place" is to remodel 
the law. 


Lewis should be thanked, 
not 


abused, for this dramatic and pos- 
sibly disastrous demonstration of 
the evil of the Wagner act. 


He demands a ton-royalty 
on 


coal payable lo the union 
which 


means, as Ickes says, to Lewis, 
lo be spent as he pleases, even 
to elect a republican in 1948. 


But why nol? 
The law allows him to do that 


and all other unioneers to do the 
same. 


Did Ickes, the miser, ever waive 


his legal right to a dollar? Look 
to the probate records in Chicago 
for your answer.

The fact that il was written on 
Nov. 6, 1912, when Arnold was a 
second lieutenant in the infantry, 
doesn't make it a less interesting 
item in Arnold biography, espe- 
cially since the young 
lieutenant 
was very emphatic in his feelings 
on the mailer, slaling in another 
part of the same report: 
"At the present lime my ner- 


vous system is in such condilion 
that I will not get in

ma- 
chine." 


The facts, of course, make the 
General's inclination at that time 
a lillle less surprising. 
The slalcmenl came in Arnold's 


report on Ihe firsl lests the Army 
was making of the use of airplanes 
for directing artillery fire and the 
very first time that plane-to-ground 
wifeless had been used. 


The edilors of The Field Artillery 
Journal, inleresled in Ihese bcgin- 
Journal, inleresled i nlhese begin- 
nings, dug up the interesting re- 
port. 
The plane Arnold was flying was 
a Wright biplane that looked like a

It 
was undoubtedly Ihe first nose dive 
any army pilot experienced.

The death of L. W. Baldwin nt 71 
in St. Louis yesterday ends a ecrecr 
that typilies the sort of. man who 
has helped keep Ihc American rail- 
road Ihe backbone of our nation's 
transport system. 
Strictly speaking the term "pio- 
neer" belongs to the earlier gen- 
erdllon which built the physical 
structure of the railroads, bul the 
late president of the Missouri Pa- 
cilic Lines was a pioneer in the 
business of keeping the railroads 
strong and efficient in a compet- 
Hive age, and doing something for 
the country through which their 
tracks run — perhaps a bigger job 
than that of actually building the 
lines. 


Mr- Baldwin, a native of Mary- 
land, got his engineering degree at 
Lahigh in 180G, and served his a 
-pprcnliccship as chanman of a 
surveying crew on the Illinois Cent- 
ral. He rose to be a vice-president 
of the I. C., and in 1923 resigned lo 
become president of "the Missouri 
Pacific. His tour of the Missouri 
Pacific Lines immediately on Ink 
ing over the system is Ipndly re 
membered by the people it serves. 
. Mr. Baldwin wanted Ihc rail- 
roads lo be well liked by the peo- 
ple they serve, 'and he demanded 
lhat his own road go a long way 
towaid 
accomplishing that end. 


Under his administralion the Miss- 
ouri Pacific spent 300 million doll- 
ars for improvements and launch- 
ed a continuing program for safety 
in transportation. 


It was his own idea thai a rail- 
road should sponsor agricultura 
and industrial development in the 
territory it serves, ana such depart- 
ments were sel up for Ihe firs 
time in the history of the road. 
Railroading is an adventuresome 
and challenging career. May i 
always call into ils service men like 
the lute L. W. Baldwin.
